She 
and her husband were arrested a month 
ago for breaking windows in the Giobe 
Shoe and Clothing Store. They were 
not prosecuted, as it was believed they 
were mentally unbalanced. Ho pital 
physicians found.no. proof of insanity 
and diagnosed their ailment as chronic 
laziness, 

Later Worowich was arrested ~for 
breaking a window in a Ghetto butcher 
sbop .and. stealing sausages. He was 
then charged with burglary, and is 
awaiting trial. Ten days ago Mrs. Wor- 
owich broke 2% windows in small stores. 

“I will not sentence you to the Work. 
house,"’ said Judge Taylor after hearfng 
the facts. “‘You are more to be pitied 
than punished.” 

“Do you want me to break more -win- 
dows?” asked Mrs. Worowich defiantly. 

“No, I want you to find work and try 
to be a good woman,” replied the Judge 
kindly.

Two bishops and two conferences of 
the Free Methodist Church are at odds 
over the case of Rev. J. H. Flower, 
superintendent of the Laghthouse Mis- 
sion, £721 Pine street, charges against 
whom have agitated Free Methodist 
Church circles for two years. 

Bishop Pearce of the Chicago confer- 
ence has ruled that Flower is a mem- 
ber of that conference and subject to 
its jurisdiction. Bishop Sellew of the 
Central Illinois conference has ruled 
that Flower is still amenable to the 
Central Illinois conrerence and in ac. 
cordance with his ruling Flower was 
tried before that conference at Cowden, 
Ill, on charges of unchristian and. {m- 
moral conduct and insubordination, and 
he was expelled. Hs is, therefore, a 
member and not a member at the same 
time. The general conference will have 
tod decide on the cade. 

The decision at Filower’s first trial, 
last winter, was adverse to him. He 
was absent in Texas. Bishop Hogue 
afterward ruled that the trial wag iflle- 
gal. Flower then withdrew from the 
Central Illinois conference and attached 
himself to the Chicago conference, 

The legality of his transfer was ques- 
tioned by his opposers and on Sept. 12, 
at. Freeport,‘ Ill, the question was ieia 
before Bishop Pearce. 

Notwithstanding Bishop Pearce’s 4e- 
cision, Bishop Sellew held that the Cen- 
tral Illinois, Conference still had juris- 
di tion over Flower and a trial was or. 
@ered. The jury comprised four min- 
isters ‘and four laymen: The Revs, G. 
W. Griffin, Los Angeles, Ca).; Xenophon 
Atéhison, Bingham, Ill.; J. F. Rere- 
miah, Pana, Til, and J. N. van Nattan 
Antioch, Ill, and T. A. Dilbeck, Bing- 
ham; Isaac Jones, . Lakewood; . Oscar 
Melton, Coffeen, and J. M. Daniels. 
Greenville. The Revs. Messrs. Cochran 
and. Sill were counsel for the church. 
The Rev. F. EB. Bennett of Cowden was 
appointed to G@efend Flower, since his 
counsel, denying the jurisdiction of the 
conference, ignored the trial.

A corner of the carpet which Mrs. 
Genzgel and the boys were beating struck 
the basket and overturned it. / 
‘From where Mrs. Genzel stood she 
could not see this. As she was folding 
the carpet preparatory to taking it into 
the house she noticed the kindling scat- 
tered over the yard. Genzel was stand- 
ing near. 

“Who upset that basket?’’ said Mrs. 
Genzel to Herbert. “I guess that was 
another one of your father’s tricks.”’

“With out little boat we now moved 
slowly eastward.

“For food we had only an occasional 
bird, and that was secured at the ex- 
pense of our last rifle ammunition, and 
later by the use of a sMngshot and 
snares, We had no fuel. We were 
very glad to get the birds and eat 
them. raw. But we were fortunate in 
securing water at this time along the 
shore. 

“In the early part of September we 
found ourselves on the shores of Baf- 
fin's Bay, there to stay for the win- 
ter, The Arctic night—the long dark- 
ness—was advancing. The cold of the 
winter was beginning to close the ice. 
New ice was forming about us, which 
cut Ike a knife and prevented to a 
great extent the use of our little boat.” 
RETURN TO PRIMITIVE

CONSTANT WARFARE WITH 
BEARS THROUGH WINTER. 

“We built a camp fire of moss and 
blubber, filled our cooking pails with 
meat, and boiled one pail after another. 
We ate and ate until we could dispose of 
no more, and then wa siept; then 
we started to do the same thing again. 
In this way, after several hours of 
gluttonous engorgement, we then laid 
down for @ good, long sleep. When we 
awoke we found two bears near our 
camp fire, and they were discussing @ 
piece of meat. We had left at our camp 
fire a piece of meat weighing about a 
hundred pounds for ouf next meal. 
“The bears were interested in this also, 
and when we sought to drive them off 
they did not seem inclined to move. 
With a bow and arrow, however, and by 
the effective use of stones, we managed 
to convince them that we were not 
agreeable companidas, They moved 
away, but they took our meat with 
them. 1 

“This meat which we had brought 

ashore, some of it we had securely 
cached in a heap‘and covered with large 
stones in @ manner which we believed 
perfectly secure. But when we arose and 
examined this cache we found two other 
‘bears also discussing the meat. And 
after we had driven them away—we 
found that practically the entire cache 
had been robbed by a number of bears 
during our sleep. Therefore, this, our 
very first success, our very first fight 
to gain sustenance, brought another 
fight against the bears, and one which 
we were never quite able to meet.”

The former comes to 
America by reason of the victory of Edgar W. 
Mix of Columbus, O., in the race from Zurich; the 
latter because of the victory of Glenn Curtiss at 

The probable winning of the Lahm cup for dis- 
tance by 8, Louis von Phul is only one more dem- 
onstration ‘of the aeronautical activities and am- 
bitions of this city. From the beginning of in- 
terest in aerial acuievements St. Louis has been 
pre-emintnt in the ‘United States. Aeronauts of 
the widest experience have pronounced it the 
ideal starting point for balloon races, North, 
Southwest and West are limitless fields of safety 
and in the other directions the possibilities for 
safe flight are beyond anything yet attained. Lo- 
cal activities have been great enough to give un- 
usual facilities for preparation and departure. 
Supplies of gas have been arranged for and are 
constantly used. Men trained in the handling 
and preparing of air craft are numerous. St. 
Louis can meet every claim of advantage ad- 
vanced by any other city and offer improvement.

He 
is here now buying a new supply of 
strychnine and. will start out on a 
second crusade aa a few days. 

“I am going to \kill at least 1,500,090 
dogs during the next ¢ight months,’’ 

said Mr. Holman today. “The prairic 
dogs are a serious pest in the Sonuth- 
west, and especially in-\Texas. They 
are destroying pasture land and their 
burrows make it dangerous for horse- 
men. They cannot be trapped or shot, 
but it is easy to poison them by placing 
strychnine on wheat, which they eat 
readily.”’ ’ 

Under Mr. Holman’s direction strych- 
nine is mixed with wheat and about 2 
teaspoonful placed at the entrance of 
a prairie dog hole. Mach teaspoonful 
kills three dogs, says Mr. Holman. The 
Government pays Mr. Holman 1% cents 
a head for killing the dogs,

Sections of Epidermis of Former 
. American Soldier Submitted 


to Scientists. 
By Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Oct. 1.—Reports just re- 
ceived in this country from Bergen, 
, Norway, @eclare that the second In- 

tional Scientific Congress on Lep- 

recently held there decided that 
Sonn Early, who, after being pronounced 
a leper by the Washington authorities 
was recently discharged from the Skin 
and. Cancer Hospital on the ground 
that he was not afflicted with leprosy, 
actually is a leper. 

Early was brought to New York from 
Washington, and since then has been 
free to go where he pleased and has 
come. in-contact with many persons, The 
report from Norway says that Early’s 
wife had submitted a section of his 
skin to Armauen Hansen, the European 
expert on leprosy, and that his diagnosis 
showed that Early is certainly a leper. 

This decision sustains the Washington 
authorities and also the laboratory di- 
agnosis of Prof. Hhlers of Copenhagen, 
who has been consulted by the Wash- 
ington physicians, and who had been 
disputed in New York. 

The congress adopted a resolution de- 
claring that leprosy is a disease which 
is contagious and urging that means be 
found to prevent it.

Murphy Says’ Cook’s Men 
Aver They Traveled. but 2 
Days—Denies II! Treat- 

. ment. 





By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 


NEW YORK, Oct. %.—John Murphy of 
Newfoundland, the poatswain of Com- 
mander Peary’s ship, the Roosevelt, is 
cne of the three white ‘men who know 
what happened at Etah. He is the first 
man to give the side of fhe case which 
Copamander Peary wiil present with his 
¢vidence against Cook’s contention that 
be reached the North Pole one year 
ahead of the other clatmant. Regarding 
the charges of cruelty Murphy says: 

“I have heard from many papers that 
I would not take Dr. Cook into the hut 
at Etah and that I was cruel to him. I 
“4ill never believe Dr. Cook said these 
things; because we were always the 
best of friends and we parted the best 
of friends. Why, the day he got into 
Etah I shaved him. We had nothing but 
his heavy bearskin pants and they are 
too heavy to wear in the house, I 
lcaned Dr. Cook my own pants, and he 
wore them in the house the five days 
ne: was with me. Do you think if we 
had been. bad friends he would have 
worn my pants? 

Says Cook Thanked Him. 


“When it came time for him to go 
away he shook hands with me and said. 
‘Murphy, as long as i live I will never 
torget you for your kindness to me.’ 
That is what Dr. Cook said to me—his 
last words, Now you can see why I do 
not believe that he has ever said such 
things to the newspapers.”’ 

Murphy knows Cook tol4 Whitney and 
one member of the Roosevelt's crew 
that he had reached the North Pole, 
but he does not believe that Cook suc- 


ceeded. He bases his testimony on the” 


evidence given Commander Peary by 


4 the two Eskimos wh. were with Cook. 


“Aurphy says Commander Peary has in 
his .possession charts of the northern 
eountry-on which the two natives traced 
in lead pencil the route taken by Dr. 
Cook, ~~ 

“The. Commander,” says Scurpub, 
“talks Eskimo like a native and so does 
Hensen, The Commander had Cook’s 
two ‘huskies’ on board and questioned 
them about where Cook had been, 
and while they talked they took pen- 
cils and showed on the ‘chart just 
where they had been with Cook. 

“They say he made a two-days’ jour- 
ney toward the north and then camped. 
At the end of the first day he had 
cached a heavy gun. At the end of the 
second day he ordered one of the hus- 
kies to go back and get that gun. Dr. 
Cook waited two days for the man to 
‘Wome up with the gun and then the 
three men turned westward, and thar 
was as far north as they ever got.” 


Has Marked Charts. 

“The Commander has those 
charts now.”’ 

Regarding.the claim that Command- 
er Peary made no pretense of having 
reached the pole until after he was sure 
Cook was on his way to civilization, 
Murphy said: 

“The Commander, might have been 
back two weeks ahead of Cook, but 
stayed to hunt musk ox. But when he 
came back to the ship, which Was an- 
chored off Cape Columbia, he made a 
written statement that on April 6 of 
that year that he had reached the 
North Pole and at the end was set down 
the names of all the men on the expe- 
dition, with the date on which the 
paper was written. This is buried un- 
der a cairn of stones on Cape Colum- 
bia, and that paper will prove that 
Commander Peary made his announ:ea- 
ment of the success of the expedition as 
soon as he got back to the ship.
